They occupy large 
apartments m the moat expensive portion 
of New York, employ score* of clerks, and 
receive tuna upon tuna of newspapers 
every week. Toe walls are like honey- 
combs of pigeon- hol,», where each day.the 
journals of »he several itateg, counties, 
cities and town* are filed in alphabetical 
order. Each of these ha* been examined, 
each advertisement noted, checked and 
entered on the account of it* owner, and 
were he to drop in at any honr of the day 
to know where and when hi* name and 
bnain«as have been made public, he would 
be referred to a folio volume containing 
information precise and in detail. Yon 
desire, for instance, to contract with ten 
thousand newspapers, for teu lines or a 
column. You are told "here i* a list ol 
fifty newnpaperf, with a circulation of 
twenty thousand each; price—ao much; 
here IB a list of one hundred newspapers, 
with a circulation of ten thousand each; 
price—so much; here i* a hat of five'bun- 
dred newspapers, with a circulation oi 
three thousand each; end here is a Jot of 
throe hundred and fifty papers, with a cir- 
culation of seVen hundred and upwards 
eauh. Here sir, is tho average." It may 
be R dollar a line, more or lesr; it is al- 
ways less than the sama amount of work 
can bo contracted for by the individual, 
and at the *am« time be ie saved- tho toil 
of overlooking e daily taek.

Tha amnsemeat afforded by ludicrous 


typographical errors will be inexhaustible 
while printer* are fallible and editor* 
write with abominal indifference to legi- 
bility. One of tbe most astonishing blun- 
ders of this kind wee committed some 
rears ago in an editorial in tbe BulltUn. 
Tbe writer, who had cautioned hie read- 
era against "calling their pearl* before 
swine, waa amazed and grieved to per- 
ceive that the competitor had warned ibe 
publio against "catting their pills before 
lunriae." This wa* corrected in tbe proof; 
bnt the reporter who declared of • certain 
new storo that it bad u.»ty fanny win- 
dows" was even more indignant than tbe 
storekeeper when b. saw in bis paper the 
statement that the eatsblishment con- 
fined "sixty faded window*.'' And then 
:heie we* the poet, in Munoy, who sought 
to aootbe the wounded feeling* of a be- 
reaved family by publishing iu tbe looal 
paper a poetical tribute to Ibe deceased 
daughter Emily, in which ,he declared 
.hat :-we will hallow her grave with oar 
,ear»." He was pursued next morning 
jy Emily's exasperated brother because 
be printrn insisted that "we will harrow 
her grave with our steers.' 


The poet* suffer most deeply. Nothing' 


could be worse.'for instance, than the' 
misery of the bard who assarted, in hi* 
copy, that he "kissed hertunder the silent 
stare," only to find ,that the .compositor 
compelled him to "kick her under theoel- 
ar Blairs." A certain Jenkins, also, was 
the victim of an tggravatcd assault, be- 
cause when, in hi* report of a wedding, he 
declared that "the bride wae accompanied 
to tbe altar by eight bridesmaids," the 
type* made it that "the bride wa* acoom- 
>amedtotbe altar by tight bridwmaid*.'.' 
These thing* are peculiarly unpleasant 
when thuy occur in remark*/ upon death; 
as in' the oate of tbe editor,, who, while 
writing a sympathetic paragraph, observ- 
ed that "Mr. Smith, could hardly BMW tbe 
.on of hi* wife," pnly to find that the 
printer bad made it "Mr. Smith could 
' >rdly bear such a boe* for a wife." 


Even more deplorable i* tbe injury done 


o the journalist who. complimented a cer- 
;ain 
candidate with the observation that 


ie wa* "a noble old burgher, proudly 
ovirjg bis native state." Imagine tbe in- 
dignation of the candidate and tbe horror 
oi the editer, when the paper next day 
contained the assertion that the said 
rargher wag "a nobby old burglar, prowl- 
Dp around in a caked state." 


Bnt the printers do not make all the 


mistake*. We remember the laughter 
and comment provoked by the atatement 
of a provincial reporter, who called the 
attention of the constable to the fact tlat 
•on Sunday lastVome twenty or thirty 
men collected in the hollow back of Thoma* 
Mcdinnit, and engaged infighting dnr- 
ng the whole morning." Mr. HcQinnis's 
rack must have bean uncommonly large

Shortly after three o'clock yesterday af- 


ternoon a telegram was unt to this ofio* 
stating that Pleaaantville was burning up, 
and requesting tha assistance of a fire ea 
gine, hose and men. The dispatch was 
tahen to tbe the Common Council, who 
were (hen sitting, and read to that body. 
The Council promptly passed a resolution 
authorizing Chief Eigineer Bosch to take 
one of the steamers and hose out to Pleaa- 
antville, and in about half an hour the 
boys were (in the plank road with four 
horses attained to the steamer Col. Drake, 
a hose cart and a complement of men who 
volunteered for the oooaaion. 


When ouc reporter reached tha boro' the 


fire was at its height. The McKinney 
House had just ignited, and all beyond in 
front and to the right waa one vast sea of 
& ime. The Chase House was also on fire, 
and several other buildings on the south* 
erly side of Main streot, and a vigorous 
tff jrt was made by a few brave men to out 
tbe fire off at these two points. Backet* 
of water and ice were conveyed to the top 
of Brown Bros.' it ore, in tbe face of an in- 
tensely hot nime, and here tha greatest 
battle took plane. 
Mr. H. H. Locki 


stood 
with 
a 
rope 
on 
the 


top of the house and hauled up the 
buckets with a rope, while Messrs, George 
Priestly and W. F. House stood close to 
tbe burning building, and as tha fire 
melted the ice, passed up tbe water. 
Erery alternate bucket of water they dash- 
ed over each other to enable them to stand 
the heat. 
Thni they worked for a least 


half an hour, until tbe danger was averted. 
Usfortuaately Mr. Locks fell from tbe 
top of the building, and although not much 
injured by the shock be was bjdly bnrnod 
about the face. 


Oa tbe opposite earner of Main street 


another fight took place, to prevent the 
intense heat from tbe McKenney Hotel, 
igniting the Dnnlap store. 
Buckets of 


eaow and broken ice, were slashed against 
tbe exposed walls and windows, and every 
• ffort was made «o keep the side of the 
building saturated with water, and the 
effort was successful. 
The victory gained 


at these two poiota saved tbe rest of the 
town, and that was accomplished before 
the Titnaville fire apparatus reaobed 
there. 


There being no further danger in this 


direction, attention waa turned to the low- 
er and of the town, which was said to 
be free from further danger. About five 
o'olook the Titu&ville firemen made their 
appearance, end found no water to use in 
thtir engine, thay therefore oonfi-jed their 
efforts to pulling down some of tb< frame 
vrotk of these buildings still burning to 
prevent any further danger from the flj- 
ing embers, etc. 


The fire originated in tbe roar garret of 


the Now York Hotel, and was first dis- 
covered by Mary Dalau, one of the domes- 
tics. It is supposed to have been caused 
by a defectira chimney which passed 
through there. lu a few minutes tho fire 
iad spread all through the roof, and the 
furniture was removed aa rapidly as pos- 
sible. A considerable portion o! it was 
saved, as also Eome of the goods belonging 
tc tho gueat*; mnob, however, was lost 
Tho Western Union Telegraph 
Office, 


Vaudergioof tl Co. and Oito Germcr's 
hardware store adjoining to the south, 
were next attacked and totally destroyed, 
and tho whole of the following dwellings 
m euoceebion to the north: Mallet & 
Ware's boot and shoe store, Henry Stahl's 
clothing store, J. Taylor's bit bar shop, D. 
N.mou'a meat markat, D. Robinson's cigar 
store and Shank's fruit stand. 


Meanwhile the Chase bouse, opposite the 


New York lioU-i,hai oanght,together with 
Barnes' hardware store,to tie south. The 
fire was, however, prevented from spread- 
ing farther in thi< direction, by tearing 
down several small buildings occupied as 
dwellings, stores, &a. Returning to the 
southeast corner of Main and State streets, 
the fire destroyed the following buildings 
in rapid succession, taking an easterly di- 
rection, Henry Am^c.' barber shop, C, 
Scharback's jewelry store, E. C. Eigin'<i 
grocery. Ley & Rise's machine shop, N. 
P. Honey'* livery stable, C. B. Honey's 
ivory stable, Seymour & Co.'s hardware 
etore, and encknr rod factory, and John 
Wil'on'a blacksmith shop. Here it was 
checked from running farther east. It 
iad, however, crossed to the north side of 
State street, and consumed the following 
baildingf. McKmney'a hotel, oa th« cor- 
ner of Main and State street*; Dr. Shu-

If the Gi- 
ant powder is carted daily and openly 
through the streets of San Franciuo, and 
othern Western cities and towns, why 
should Titnsville prohibit it, and. thus 
compel tbe continuance of the use of that 
terror of this community—Nitro-glyoer- 
ine? Tbe mutter should be thoroughly 
investigated by our authorities', not with 
• view of punishing and annoying those 
aftgtftdlntba laudable tadartakiBf of
